would have meant nothing. Today it 
signifies the end of one of the most 
dramatic -struggles of man against 
the elements, that rhe course of hu- 
man events lra« ever portrayed. 
- On Fridav, January 30, Collins en- 
tered iSand Cave on an exploration 
trip. That was nothing extraordinary 
as he had been exploring caverns in 
tHie neighborhood of fcis home. The 
following day Jewel Estcs 
crawled 


into the cave and discovered Col- 
lins' plight. 


A short item to this effect 
ap- 


peared in the news dispatches of 
that day. It <3i<i not soeai portent- 
ious; On Sunday, the situation grew 
more serious when frienfls and rela- 
tives of the explorer were unable to 
remove frcmi.his foot the boulder 
that was trapping him. 


From that day, until Friday after- 


noon, when a suddenly 
discovered 


•crevice revealed Collins' dead body, 
man's ingenuity and resoureefuliiess 
has been grappling with the earth,

The plight in ivlm-h Collins 
was 


found was so unusual that it seemed 
unreal and unnatural.
